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CANADA'S TRADE DECLINES 
$24,400,000 FIRST SIX MONTHS 
OF FISCAL YEAR 


Ottawa, Oct. 14.—(By Canadian 
Press.) —For the first six months of 
the current fiscal year Canada’s 


trade declined in total from $1,269,- 
298,442 in the corresponding six 
months of 1928 to $1,244,887,288 for 
the first half of the present fiscal 
year, This constitutes a reduction 
of $24,411,204. The largest drop 
was noted in exports of Canadian 
produce, which declined by $60,358,- 
317, while imports into Canada in- 
creased by $33,878,988. The cufmula- 
tive totals are: 


First half, 1928—Exports (Can- 
adian), $631, 969, 913; first half, 
1929, $571,611,596.

His 
duties at Ottawa are so pressing 
that he will only be able to speak at 
a couple of meetings in each prov- 
ince. On the way to the Pacific 
Coast he will speak at Edmonton on 
November 7, and on his way east he 
will address a meeting at Calgary on 
Monday, Nov. 18. These will be 
his only appearances in Alberta. His 
speeches will be broadcast in each 
instance. 

Efforts were made to extend the 
program in Alberta to other points, 
but without success, as the prime 
minister felt he had not the time at 
present to spare from his heavy 
responsibilities at the capital.

Ex- 
clusive of Russia and China, the 
estimated world production is 3,400,-

Part of this reduction is made up 
by an increase in the world’s carry- 
over of 135,000,000 bushels, but de-

Then it should not 
overlooked that Western Canada is 
sroing into the winter after one of 
the driest autumns on record. This 
|means that the seed bed next spring 
will lack very necessary moisture 
and that unusually heavy and fre- 
quent rains will be required during

normal crop. The United States’ 
winter wheat crop has been above 
the average the past three years and 
the law of average would indicate 
that this might not occur this com- 
jing winter. Taking everything into 
consideragion it is manifest that 
there will be a shortage of wheat 
jand that there is no reason for Can- 
adian wheat to decline to the levels 
{fixed by the unbusinesslike market 
ing systems of other exporting 
countries, Since July enormous 
quantities of low-priced wheat have 
been exported to Europe by the 
Argentine. Liverpool buyers have 
not found it necessary to buy Can- 
adian wheat at around $1.59 when 
they could buy Argentine wheat at 
$1.12.

BRITISH DIRIGIBLE HAS TRIAL 
FLIGHT 


Cardington, E Oct. 14.—The 
giant British dir le R-101, largest 
airship in the world, left its mooring 
mast at 11:19 a. m. for its first trial 


flight. She carried a crew of 388 and 
14 passengers, 

Great crowds cheered as the air- 
ship started its flight, commanded 
by Major G. H. Scott, the first man 
to cross the Atlantic in a lighter 
than air machine. The guests in- 
cluded Sir John Higgins, represent- 
ing the Empire Air Council. Hot 


luncheon was to be served aboard. 


“My instructions are to fly in air 
ind to test the ship in every way 
possible,” Major Scott said. “The 
probability is that our maiden trip 
will be about thirty miles in length. 
We shall go no higher than 2,000 
feet.” 

The dirigible was taken from its 
hangar Saturday and moored to the 
mast, a half mile away. There re-

INCREASING THE VALUE 
CANADA'S MUSKRAT 
RESOURCES 

The increased demand for muskrat 
pelts, the consequent rise in price 
and the marked decrease in the na- 
tural supply are the main reasons 
for the iscreasing interest and wide- 
spread demand for information as 
to the economic possibilities of rais- 
ing this fur-bearer. 

To meet this demand and to in- 
crease the value of Canada's musk- 
rat resources, the Department of the 
Interior, Ottawa, through its 
tural Resources Intelligence Serv 
has prepared and issued a publi 
tion entitled “The Muskrat, a Can- 
adian Fur Resource’. The purpose 
of the information contained in this 
booklet is to make possible a wider 
knowledge of the essentials neces- 
sary for raising muskrat under con- 
trol either in their natural habitat 
or in pens. 

Canada, owing to climatic and 
other favourable conditions, is par- 
ticularly adapted for the production 
of high quality muskrats and pos- 
sesses as well thousands of acres of 
marsh and other more or less un 
areas on which they may

LIGHTS VERSUS NO LIGHTS 
FOR LAYING PULLETS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

In view of the fact that fresh 
eyes are nearly always 2 higher 
price during the winter season than 
during the summer, mar poultry 
men have been intere din the 
possibility of increasing winter-egg 
production by the use of artificial 
lights. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Statien, Kapuskasing, Ontario, an 


experiment has teenies miducted for a 


period of five years in order to ob- 
tain some dats on this subject. The 
experiment covered a period ef six 
months each year from November 1, 
to April 30, during iich time the 
electric lights were turned on at 
four o'clock in the morning and re- 
mained on until daylight. One 
hundred pullets were used. These 
were divided equally as to weight, 
general development and breeding 
into two pens of 50 each, All con- 
ditions were made similar except 
that the one pen had these extra 
hours of light to work. 

Over a five-year period the pen 
on lights produced on the average 
3966 eggs at a cost of 20 cents per 
dozen in the six months; while the 
pen without lights produced 3671 
eggs ata cost of 22 cents per dozen, 
This gives an advantage of about 
300 cgys for the pen on lights and 
at a reduction in cost of 2 cents 
per dozen, 

During two of the years covered 


by this experiment the test was con- 


tinued until October 31, making the 
complete year. In the two year 
average over the whole year, the 


pen with lights laid fewer eggs than 


the pen without lights. 


From the figures obtained to date 
it would appear as though lights 
have an effect on the number of 


jeggs laid during the winter months,

FALL PLOUGHING 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The result of several years’ ex- 
periments conducted at the Domin- 
ion Experimental Station, Lacombe, 
indicates that Th years with the usual 
amount of precipitation, fall plough- 
ing will give as high or higher yields 
of wheat or oats per acre than 
spring ploughing. In years with 
more than the average rainfall, fall 
ploughing gives very heavy crops, 
while spring ploughing usually gives 
better returns than fall ploughing 
in dry seasons, following a very dry 
autumn. 

When the advantages of having 
the land ready for the drill in the 
spring are taken into consideration 
along with the possibility of as high 
or higher yields per acre, it would 
seem that farmers living in districts 
similar to Central Alberta would be 


well advised to do as much fall 
ploughing as possible. 

Sod has been broke at different 
times during the season. The gen- 
eral practice is to break the sod 
early in June and work as a fallow 
throughout the balance of the 


season. Experimental data indicate 
that, when everything is considered, 
the most economical returns are 
produced when sod is ploughed im- 
mediately after the hay crop 
harvested and the land kept well 
cultivated during the remainder of 
the season, 

The practice of pasturing sod 
until late in the fall and then 
ploughing about the first of October

results except in the case of brome 
wrass The fall growth of grass 
appears to exhaust the moisture 
supply, thus limiting the yield of 
the succeeding grain crop. Plough- 
ing brome grass sod in October ap- 


pears to be justified in spite of the 


fact that thre is the possibility of 
light yields, as shallow ploughing 
brome grass sod late in the fall and 


wiving it a thoreugh disking before 
freeze-up, appears to be one of the 
t effective methods of bringing 
uch land under cultivation.
